Congressional leaders also said 
President Roosevelt may send a 
message soon advocating increas- 
ed inheritance taxes to raise rev- 
ehue and to replace NRA as a 
means 
of • distributing 
income.

The resolution 
agreed to had 
yet to obtain approval by the full 
house ways and means commit- 
tee, but- democratic leaders ex- 
pressed the hope that would be 
Obtained before nightfall and the 
"•top-gap" resolution brought- up 
in the house tomorrow.

ly a political maneuver of Sen- 
ator Long.- When Long "Was run- 
ning for governor, Sullivan sup- 
ported him but soon after Long's 
election, they split politically un- 
til Sullivan became one of Long's 
arch foes. , 
The charges were filed by As- 
sistant Attorney General James 
O'Connor, former 
member 
of 
congress and at present a mem- 
ber of the Long organization, who 
said the attorney general would 
supersede District Attorney Eu- 
gene Stanley, an 
p 'anti-Long, in 


the prosecution of the case.

Charities," Miss Helm declared,

A thing to keep in mind is to 


think level-headed when we read 
the periodicals and newspapers, 
and their tirades of praises of 
governmental officials, offices and 
acts, he said. For example, when 
we read of. the decision of 
the 
Supreme Court and criticise it, 
•we forget that the government is 
dual, 
having 
delegated powers. 
He emphasized that the federal 
government enjoys only delegated 
powers,, all other power being giv- 
en to the people of the states. 
Our forefathers set up that type 
and also set up a tri-partite ays- 
cm, in which the powers were di- 
vlded between a legislative branch, 
an executive branch, and a judic- 
ial branch. We should think of 
this when we think of and crit- 
icize the workings in Washington,

FOR SPENDING WORK 


REL1EFFUND TOLD 


ARMY POST AND NATIONAL 


CEMETERIES 
WOULD BE 


IMPROVED AS PROJECTS 


WASHINGTON, Juno 5.—(/Pi- 
Additional proposals for spending 
work relief money at army posts 
and national cemeteries were put 
forward today by the war depart- 
ment. 


The department filed applica- 
tions for $27,457,590 to carry on 41 
projects. 
Most 
of 
the 
money 


would go for barracks, hospitals, 
shops, service clubs and other im- 
provements at army stations in Ha- 
waii and the Canal Zone. Thc rest 
would be spent at various points 
in 14 states. 
Another batch 
of applications 
presented by the department yes- 
terday asked $27,854,733 of work 
relief 
funds. 
Officials 
asserted 
the projects to be financed with 
this would be "self-liquidating" be- 
cause the government would save 
rent and heavy maintenance costs. 
Meanwhile, state highwav de- 


partments learned how much of 
this $400,000,000 already set aside 
for highway contruction and grade 
crossing eliminations 
thev will 
have to spend. Secretary Wallace 
divided this amount amonjr the 
states yesterday, making half of 
It available for streets and high- 
ways and 
half 
for eliminating 
grade crossings. 
The, state high- 


way departments must submit de- 
tailed 
programs 
outlining 
what 
they Intend to do with the money. 
Must Be Checked. 


Actual work can not begin, It 
was said authoritatively, until pro- 
posals have been checked by Har- 
ry L. Hopkins' works progress di- 
vision to determine whether they 
meet local relief needs., Officials 
said this meant construction could 
not get underway until after July 
1, the date* set by President Roose- 
velt for the beginning of the pro- 
gram he hopes will provide .jobs 
for 3,500,000 persons now on relief. 


One of the major work relief 


projects thus far proposed—a na- 
tionwide census of unemployment 
—was declared authoritatively to 
depend largely on the success of 
a plan to conduct sample counts 
of the jobless in sections of six 
states.

REACHED SUM OF $141,783,000

agricultural

upon "tax 
delinquency of farm 
real estate In Texas," discloses. 
The report, prepared bv L. P. 
Gabbard, chief of the division of 
'arm and ranch economies, states 
hat "the most alarming cspect of 
he problem is that more than half 
of thia sum has accumulated dur- 
ng the past two years. 
"Classified according to 'solvent' 
and 'insolvent,' about 75 per cent 
of delinquent taxes arc of the sol- 
vent class and 25 per cent the 
nsolvent. 
During the past halt 
century we have collected about 
:5 per cent of the solvent class 
and only 8 per cent of the insol- 
•ent class—the first instance 
a 


•ery poor record and the latter a 
deplorable failure." 
From a complete survcv of tax 


delinquency on farms, Mr. Gab- 
bard states, in 120 selected coun- 
iea for the period 1928 to 1932, 
nclusive, it was found that the 
number of farms permitted to be- 
come delinquent annually increas- 
ed from 33,267 in 1928 to 124,192 
n 1932. In all there were 304,238 
cases of delinquences represented 
n the five yar period. 
Few Sales Recorded. 


Of this number subject to sale 


'or taxes only 932 tax sales were 
•ecorded. 
The" risk of losing the 
arm from a failure to pay the 
axes being no greater than this 
s undoubtedly a cause of the fail- 
ure to pay, he says.

A. G.—If you are inclined to 


build up fatty tissue, It. might ac- 
count for the extra size of your 
thighs, and in that case 
exer- 


cises will strengthen the muscles 
and rid you of the fat. The mus- 
cles of thighs are very strong and 
will take a great deal of exer- 
cise 
without 
tiring, 
and 
this 


makes is possible to do more than 
the usual amount of work and 
therefore get the results sooner 
than when trying to reduce other 
portions of the body in this way. 
Stand with one foot ahead of the 
other, hands on the hips. Lower 
the body to almost a sitting posi- 
tion, as you bend the knees. The 
forward foot will remain flat on 
the floor, while the rear one will 
automatically be raised, so you 
will all but sit on the upturned 
heel. Rise, then squat And keep 
up these 
movements until you

tary code system would be "a 
joke." 
"I'd be glad to establish a sys- 


tem of barring child labor and es- 
tablishing maximum and minimum 
wages, if it could be done," he 
said. "But I wouldn't want it as 
a co.ver for all the monopolistic 
practices which has been the ef- 
fect of NRA so far." 


Vandenberg Comments. 


Of the "stop-gap" plan, Senator 


Vandenberg (R-Mich.) said: 


"The mountain has labored and 
brought forth a mouse. 
I don't 


think anybody should take the 
time to kick that little, mouse 
around." 


He saw the move to retain an 
NRA skeleton organization as an 
attempt to "provide a cushion for 
several thousand employes to land 
on." 


Rathen than an attempt to use 
the tax power, some new dealers 
in the senate were inclined to look
